The coopera- 
tion of the librarian is expected, in drawing these books to the 
particular attention of readers. The aim is to stimulate the in- 
ternational mind. There is also a small collection for the chil- 
dren’s room. Information about the collection may be had from 
the Carnegie endowment for international peace, Division of 
intercourse and education, 405 West 117th Street, New York 
City. 
IGH school principals will be interested in a study of the 
reactions of students to various types of auditorium pro- 
grams, called Youth and the beautiful. It is issued by the Henry 
C. Frick educational commission, 439 Union Trust building, 
Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania. The study is the result of experiments 
undertaken in the Pittsburgh high schools to test the soundness 


of the following hypothesis: “Youth, of the high school age, 
is more susceptible to the influence of ideals than are persons at 
any other period of their lives. The higher the ideals the more 
strongly they grip boys and girls in their ‘teens, and the more 
tenaciously are they held.” 


HE Ohio library association has on hand several hundred 

copies of the pamphlet A tentative list of club study pro- 
grams, compiled by Bessie Shepard and Jessie Parsons, of Cleve- 
land. The price is fifty cents. From the number of requests for 
club programs that come to the Booklist office, from all over the 
country, it seems that every library would be interested in having 
this list.

ISS Edna Phillips, Library adviser in work with the 

foreign-born, in the Massachusetts department of educa- 
tion, Division of public libraries, has from time to time, excellent 
annotated lists of Americanization books. The brief reviews are 
by specialists in the subjects and represent the point of view of 
experienced Americanization workers. While single mimeo- 
graphed copies are available in limited numbers, arrangements 
might be made with Miss Phillips for permission to multigraph 
a greater number if needed.
